3. Plans should district the entire City of Austin. The Council will

consider the effect of any plan on the entire city. Also, Council is

4. Plans must conform to the criteria the Council will be using in

drawing the councilmember districts.

5. Comments from staff and the public must be submitted in writing

and be legible, even if the person also makes the comments orally

at a public hearing.

6. Persons providing comments or proposing plans must identify

themselves by full name and home address and provide a phone

number and, if available, an email address. The Council may wish

to follow up on such comments.

To be fully considered and for full analysis, plans should be

submitted by June 17.
